Two new members were voted in, 
an extensive advertising campaign 
was undertaken for the coming sea¬ 
son, the campaign for better store 
window displays was indorsed heart¬ 
ily, some progress was made toward 
securing better sidewalk conditions, 
another movement to secure double 
track relief for trallic conditions on 
tile Sierra Madre car line was started, 
secretary, treasurer and a new direc¬ 
torate were elected for the coming 
year, and purchase of wild flower seeds 
for free distribution was ordered. It 
can be seen readily that President 
Tarr kept the proceedings moving at 
n lively pace for the meeting adjourned 
at ten o'clock.
